Industry, Labor Warned 
Nixon Hitting Hard at Inflation 


WASHINGTON (AP) - With 


a bold attempt to roll back gaso- 
line and oil prices and an ulti- 
matum on construction costs, 
President Nixon has launched 
the toughest anti-inflation drive 
of his administration. 


Not only did Nixon announce 


direct government action Fri- 
day night to force down the 
price of crude oil, but he issued 
a warning to all industry and la- 
bor against betting on future 
inflation. 


Criticizing 
this year's big 


wage increases in the construc- 
tion industry, Nixon offered this 
ultimatum: 


"Unless the industry wants 


government 
to intervene 
in 


wage negotiations on federal 
projects to protect the public in- 
terest, the moment is here for 
labor and management to make 
their own reforms." 


New Strategy 


In his speech to the National 


Association of Manufacturers in 
New York the President took up 
a new economic strategy long 
held in disfavor by his economic 
advisers—using the power of his 
office directly to push dcwn a 
specific price increase he con- 
siders inflationary. 


Nixon was interrupted by ap- 


plause only once by the business 
executives. The President noted 
some 
businessmen 
are con- 


cerned because their children 
are saying: " 'Business is not 
for me—I don't want to get in 


the rat race, I want to help oth- 
er people.' 


"Nothing has done more to 


help people in this country and 
people throughout the world 
than the private economic sys- 
tem," he said to bring on the 
only applause of the night. 


Whether his administration 


will go further in '"'jawboning" 
business and labor was not dis- 
closed in his speech. But Nixon 
used the toughest language to 
date in his anti-inflation drive. 


Flat Assumption 


"This is the moment for labor 


and management to stop freez- 
ing into wage settlement and 
price actions any expectation 
that inflation will continue in 
the future at its peak rate of the 
past," he said. 


"Any wage or price decision 


that makes the flat and irrever- 
sible assumption of a high rate 
of inflation ahead ,is against the 
public interest and against the 
real interest of the working- 
man." 


He added: "This is also the 


moment, with productivity new- 
ly on the rise, for business to 
take a hard new look at its pric- 
ing policies, and to pass along to 
the consumer its savings in pro- 
duction costs." 


Nixon said his bid to roll back 


the 25-cent-per-barrel increase 
in oil prices—and the resulting 
gasoline price hike—is not a 
move toward government wage 
and price controls.

The White House never 
confirmed the move, but Moyni- 
han wrote a letter to the Presi- 
dent saying he was returning to 
Harvard University, from which 
he had gone on a leave of ab- 
sence for his White House job.

NEW L O N D O N — The 


sounds of laughter, music, and 
singing can be heard almost 
daily from the basement of the 
First Congregational United 
Church of Christ.

and the friendships of others 
and to be creative. 


Small Groups 


A schedule of activities is 


geared to each age level with 
s o m e of the t i m e spent 
working with small individual 
groups. 


Individual records are kept 


on each child and periodically 
the parent 
will receive a 


progress report. 


The Rev. M. K. Staskal, 


pastor of the church, empha- 
sized the fact that the pro- 
gram was non-religious. "It is 
our hope that the nursery 
school will include representa- 
tives of the entire communi- 
ty," he noted. He added that 
the program "seeks to serve 
the entire community." 


Activities for the children 


include story hours, sing a- 
longs, co-operative and individ- 
ual play. The school area has a 


sandbox, kitchen corner, and 
areas for finger painting, clay 
moulding, and other forms of 
artistic expression. 


The director and leader of 


the school is Mrs. John Ter- 
Keurst, route 1, Weyauwega. 
She is a certified teacher, and 
most recently taught kinder- 
garten in Minnesota. 


Board Members 


The" board members are 


James Cristy, chairman; Mrs. 
Ned Demming, Mrs. Donald 
Polzin, Mrs. Norman Myers, 
and the Rev. and Mrs. Staskal. 


All the board members are 


presently members of the 
church, b u t Rev. Staskal 
noted that this was only done 
for convenience.

He added that 
additional staff would be nec- 
essary b e f o r e the school 
would expand to serving a full 
enrollment.

The mother of each child 


works one, five-day week in 
school year as an aid. She 
arrives at 8:30 a.m. and 
remains until 11:30 a.m. This 
is done because state law 
requires one adult for each 10 
children. 


Insurance 


The children are covered by 


a group accident insurance 
policy, which also covers the 
teacher and her helper. The 
policy includes coverage of 
the pupil in any scheduled, 
sponsored, or supervised ac- 
tivity, including traveling di- 
rectly to and from his home 
and the school. 


The school schedule coin- 


cides with the public school 
year, including vacations, and 
snow days. Enrollment can be 
made at any time during the 
year. 


The cost of the program is 


about $1.50 a day, a total $150 
for three-day sessions, and 
$100 
for the two-day group. 


Parents can get information 
on registration, and on a 
scholarship program, 
from 


the church office. 


The children regularly bring 


home a daily bag, including 
work that they have done, and 
often notes from the teacher. 
Parents are urged to sit down 
with the child and view the 
many items worked on.

Some of his friends have made known 


their intention to promote Sen. William 
Proxmire of Wisconsin as a plausible 
candidate 
for 
the . Democratic 


presidential nomination in 1972, acting 
on the evidence of his popularity in his 
home state as recorded in his impressive 
reelection triumph last month. The 
senator has somewhat 
demurely 


responded with the assertion that he 
wants only to be a good senator, which in 
the sign language of American politics 
can be interpreted to mean that he is 
willin', even as v>as one of Mr. Dickens' 
favorite characters long ago. 


We will withhold comment on the idea 


of a Proxmire candidacy for the 
presidency, not because it may send 
some Republicans hereabouts into 
conniptions, but because it is premature, 
to put it as mildly as possible. ' 
- Yet we are intrigued by the ob- 
servations of Richard Cudahy, the 
Prcxmire friend and author of the 
boomlet. that Wisconsin has had 
peculiarly 
little 
involvement 
in 


presidential politics in a direct way 
during its relatively long history. As Mr. 
Cudahy aptly notes, Wisconsin is 
perhaps as typical a state as there is in 
the federal union, in character of 
population, in size, in economic com- 
position, ethnic flavoring, political 
disposition (in recent decades, at least) 
in the mix of rural and urban problems 
and interests, and in many other 
relevant factors. 


Yet this state in 122 years since it has 


been a full member of the Union has not 
yet produced a presidential aspirant who 
was seriously regarded by any of the 
major parties, nor even a vice 
presidential nominee. In the years 
following the Civil War, when the GAR 
was virtually synonymous with the GOP, 
Wisconsin produced some ranking 
members of the national government in 
cabinet offices and elsewhere, but those 
were the years when a third of the 
country in the Old Confederacy was 
virtually disenfranchised. 


The most serious involvement of 


Wisconsin in presidential nominations 
was provided by "Old Bob" LaFollette 
in the early years of this century. 
Spurned by the Republican party in 
which he was a principal insurgent, the 
senior LaFollette ventured upon an 
independent candidacy in 1924 under his 
self-styled "Progressive" banner. Mr. 
LaFollette collected the respectable 
total of 5,000,000 votes although he won 


the electoral votes of only his home 
state. A year later he died. 


The man who won in that year was 


Calvin Coolidge, who inherited the office 
because he was the vice president 
elected with Warren Harding in 1920, 
and succeeded to the White House upon 
Mr. Harding's passing in 1923. Elderly 
Wisconsin Republicans 
of mellow 


memory occasionally reflect upon the 
fact that Wisconsin had its own man 
available for the vice presidential 
nomination in 1920, and that the late Sen. 
Irvine L. Lenroot would have become 
vice president had he been Mr. Hard- 
ing's running-mate. But Mr. Coolidge 
was the hero of the country as the man 
who had ended the Boston police strike 
as governor. Mr. Lenroot passed into 
history as merely another Midwestern 
senator. 


Wisconsin has had some peripheral 


involvement in presidential politics as a 
result of its early and often suggestive 
presidential primary. Yet that in- 
volvement is more often nominal than 
real. John Kennedy's victory here in the 
quest for nominating convention 
delegates in I960 was surely important, 
but not as vital as we were led to believe 
at the time. Later chronicles showed 
quite clearly that Mr. Kennedy's victory 
in West Virginia, after Wisconsin, was 
the telling and significant test of his- 
preconvention campaigning. 


Other men buirt their stature by trial 


runs in the Wisconsin primary. The 
examples of the late Sens. Taft and 
Kefauver are useful. Sen. McCarthy in 
1968 
surely 
earned 
additional 


recognition here, but it fell far short of 
being conclusive, as his quick defeat at 
the Democratic convention in Chicago 
illustrated. 


Mr. Cudahy is not disposed to con- 


sider such suggestions, according to the 
unvarying rule-book of the politician, but' 
he might pertinently note the curious 
omission of Wisconsin from con- 
sideration of the parties in terms of 
recruiting for the vice presidency. Men 
of many lesser states, or states of no 
greater importance, have frequently 
been chosen as presidential running- 
mates. Massachusetts, 
Minnesota, 


Oregon, Minnesota, Kansas and others 
come to mind. If Mr. Cudahy achieves' 
no more in his affectionate gesture 
toward his friend Sen. Proxmire, he has 
encouraged us to reflect upon the curi- 
ous denigration of Wisconsin in the 
presidential politics of the republic.

The Genocide Treaty Again 


The Senate Foreign 
Relations 


Committee by a 10-2 vote has approved 
the twenty year old Genocide Treaty 
which outlaws the intentional and 
systematic effort to annihilate a people 
because of race and other reasons. This 
is the second time the treaty has been so 
approved but earlier the vote was only 6 
to 5 and it was never brought to the floor 
of the Senate. 


The Genocide Treaty has had a 


stormy history. Approved by the United 
States in the United Nations, it was. 
submitted by former President Harry 
Truman to the Senate for ratification. 
But when it became clear in the early 
1950's that it might lose, Mr. Truman 
withdrew it. Part of the problem was the 
argument at that time over the proposed 
Bricker Amendment to the United States 
Constitution which would not permit 
treaties to be considered more binding 
than federal or state laws. There was 
also a sensitivity, which to some extent 
continues in the South, that the treaty 
could be used against the United States 
in regard 
to state laws 
which 


discriminated against blacks or even 
such practices though not written into 
law. 


Last winter President Nixon revived 


the treaty and proposed its ratification. 
Nothing much happened for awhile but 
in November the President submitted it 
once more to the Senate. Presumably it 
will be held over until the new Senate is 
seated in January. 


Ratification of the treaty will not 


mean any great change in world affairs. 
The Soviet Union ratifies practically 
every treaty which the United Nations 
passes, including one on human rights 
which in our opinion it continues to 


ignore. Certainly it did in the move into 
Czechoslovakia and the recent vendettas 
against outspoken Russian opponents of 
the regime. It has also ratified one 
protecting freedom of association but 
the Russian Nobel prize winner this year 
doesn't even dare go to Sweden to accept 
it. 


But the fears in the United States that 


the Genocide Convention could be used 
against us seem a little far fetched. They 
are based upon the My Lai incident in 
part and whether any massacre that 
may have occurred there was an effort 
to destroy an entire people. There are 
plenty of racial antagonisms in Vietnam 
and in other posts where Americans are 
stationed but they seem to be based 
more upon nationalism and ignorance 
than upon racial discrimination. But the 
treaty does state that deliberate efforts 
to cause "serious bodily or mental 
harm" to members of groups because of 
their "national, ethnic, race or religion" 
is outlawed. However good our in- 
tentions and although obviously our 
government has not been behind any 
such moves, it could be charged against 
us but proof should prove difficult. 


However, this is a risk worth taking. 


Secretary of State William Rogers has 
suggested that the Senate add an "un- 
derstanding" to the treaty that mental 
harm means "permanent impairment of 
mental faculties." And President Nixon 
has said, in submitting the treaty once 
again that "some of our detractors have 
sought to exploit our failure to ratify this 
Convention to question our sincerity. We 
should delay no longer in taking the final 
convincing step which would reaffirm 
that the United States remains as 
strongly 
opposed 
to the crime of 


genocide as ever."

Alongside the quay in 


Tanzania's steamy port city of 
Dar es Salaam lie the Chinese 
ships Yao Hua and Kian Hua, 
draped with portraits of Mao 
Tse-tung and his quotations. 


Far inland, on the cool 5,600- 


foot Mbeya pass, a broad 
track slices through the forest, 
running southwest toward the 
rich copper deposits in neigh- 
boring Zambia. Through this 
rugged area, some 4,000 
Chinese technicians and 
workers have begun building a 
1,042-mile railway. 


Rebels struggling through 


the dim forests of Rhodesia 
and in the Portuguese colonies 
of Angola and Mozambique, 
study Mao's precepts on 
guerilla war. They can hear 
support for their cause on any 
of the 112 hours of propaganda 
beamed each week from 
China. Army units in Tanzania 
train with Chinese-supplied 
arms. 


Chinese Revive Efforts 


Peking's efforts in the huge 


continent of Africa 
are 


surging 
back 
to 
life, 


seemingly recovered from 
setbacks suffered during the 
past five years. China has 
embassies in nine African 
countries south of the Sahara. 
Its presence 
is felt in 


everything from medical 
teams trudging dusty paths 
toward remote villages to 
technicians patiently ex- 
plaining the intricacies of 
machinery in Chinese-built 
textile plants. 


A study of Peking's interests 


in Africa show it to be pur- 
suing three main goals: to 
increase trade, to offset the 
Soviet Union's 
powerful 


presence and to support 
liberation movements. If 
successful, the three aims will 
mesh to give China a powerful 
base outside its own borders. 
Its position in Zambia could 


provide a strong position from 
which Peking could direct 
revolutionary movements in 
neighboring white-ruled 
countries. 


China's single most suc- 


cessful push into the continent 
has been in the East African 
nation of Tanzania. Ships 
regularly call there to unload 
men and supplies for the 
railway that will link Tan- 
zania's Dar es Salaam to 
Lusaka, the capital of neigh- 
boring Zambia. The project, 
rejected as impractical by 
Western 
financiers, 
is 


estimated to cost $314 million. 
It will allow Zambia to move 
its copper ore to ports other 
than through the white-ruled 
neighbors of Rhodesia and 
South Africa. It will also allow 
China vital access to land- 
locked 
Zambia 
through 


Tanzania. 


Since 1961 China has 


pumped more than $300 
million in aid into Tanzania, 
including $280 million for rural 
development. China wants 
Tanzania, to pay for this aid 
by buying Chinese goods. 
However, 
a 
Tanzanian 


mission which visited China 
last year 
cautioned its 


government that there was 
little available in China that 
Tanzania needed. 


Peking's activities in other 


African countries is also on 
the 
rise. 
Chinese-made 


steamrollers 
and 
rock 


crushers rumble in Zambia 
where Chinese technicians are 
laying out a road between 
Lusaka and Kakoma. 


In Guinea, the Chinese have 


provided a cigarette factory 
and a peanut oil processor. 
There are experimental farms • 
and culture centers run by 
Chinese in Mauretania and 
textile mills provided by 
China in Congo Brazzaville, ' 
which now calls itself a 
"Peoples Republic." 


Although figures are not 


released, roughly half of 
China's foreign aid is now 
believed flowing into Africa. 
The supply of arms, a railway, 
and whole factories show 
Peking's long-term plan to 
develop a position of leverage 
in Africa. 


Peking's 
goals 
were 


reflected 
by a Chinese 


correspondent in Africa who 
recently wrote: "China's aid 
has concentrated on a sector 
which most other donors have 
either deliberately ignored or 
in which they have failed: the 
rural sector and agriculture." 
In a line pregnant with Mao's 
own experience in organizing 
peasant 
revolutions, the 


writer added, "Here the 
Chinese have brought their 
own priceless experience from 
their own land." 


This appeal of China to 


many African countries and 
its success in working with 
some revolutionary groups 
there could ultimately result 
in a dramatic power struggle 
on the continent. China's deep 
influence in Tanzania and 
Zambia gives a powerful base 
for 
fomenting guerrilla 


warfare in Africa. 


Despite the indications of 


support 
to 
liberation 


movements in Africa, China's 
stress on trade, and aid in- 
dicates it has geared itself for 
the long-range programs and 
not revolutionary upheaval 
today. Statements by Chinese 
leaders invariably emphasize 
that Africa's revolutions are 
still "developing in depth." 
This would indicate Peking's • 
acceptance that the "prairie 
fire of revolution" is now only 
smouldering. 


Although the success of 


revolutions in the white- 
dominated countries of black 
Africa have been largely 
'negligible, China has clearly 
aligned itself with the blacks 
and is counting on a day of 
reckoning. 


Wyngaard 


remembering the serious 
work of Chairman William R.

Response of the professional

strikingly 
few balancing 


proposals for arresting or 
reducing it. 


To some readers that is a 


strange contrast to what was 
assumed to be the objective of 
Gov. Knowles when he an- 
nounced the plan to create the 
commission in his message to 
the legislature in January of 
1969. 


Education costs are soaring 


higher 
each 
year, 
the 


governor intoned. 


Asked Full Examination 
"As a result of the fiscal 


demands of education, the 
state's resources are virtually 
exhausted before other high 
priority public needs can be 
fulfilled," he said. "It is ab- 
solutely essential, therefore, 
that the full gamut of 
educational programs, be 
objectively examined ..." 


The governor's speech then 


drifted off into generalizations 
about more effective use of 
technology, increases in ef- 
ficiency, etc., but the im- 
plication was plain: Knowles 
was worried about the sky- 
rocketing school tax bill. 


Now the findings are in. But 


they are addressed to a new 
. legislature and a new 
governor. And instead of 
pointing the way to changes 
that will stabilize costs and 
thus protect the taxpayer's 
ability to meet other "high 
priority 
needs," 
the 


document's proposals for new 
departures in the schools at all 
levels virtually obscure the 
scanty and generalized plans 
for savings. 


Virtually the only reference 


• to cost stabilization is in the 
report on the rationale for the 
creation of a system of 
regional school boards. But it 
is so general in its phrasing as 
to provide little assurance to 
legislator or taxpayer. 


Gesture Is Obscured 


That gesture is also ef- 


fectively obscured by the 
proposal for enormous new 
state spending to replace 
property tax levies for 
schools, the most liberal 
program of expansion of 
higher education enrollment 
ever advanced in a Wisconsin 
public document, an .enor- 
mous increase in special 
education services for the 
handicapped, state assump- 
tion of the costs of 
the 


vocational schools and their 
curricular enrichment, among _ 
many 
other 
. major' 


propositions. 


These are imaginative, 


innovative, 
constructive, 


generous, and progressive, 
perhaps, but they provide no 
promise 
of 
the 
cost 


stabilization that was un- 
derstood to be the goal and the 
mission of the authors. 


Under the circumstances, 


and remembering that the 
Knowles administration now 
retiring will get the credit for 
the proposition while the new 
Democratic regime will have 
the 
responsibility 
for 


disposition, it is perhaps not 
surprising that reactions of 
leading legislators has been 
cool and reaction from the 
circle of Gov.-Elect Lucey has 
been lacking entirely.

The revenues of $74,400 for 


the third quarter including se- 
curities registration fees, licens- 
ing fees and examination and 
other fees compare to a total of 
$92,700 in revenues for the third 
quarter of 1969. 


The most significant portion 


of the decline came in the 
registration fees for new securi- 
ties that were down form $66,- 
500 to $43,400. 


In a report on the quarter 


ending Sept. 30, the commission 
noted that the number of securi- 
ties offerings was 145, compared 
to 225 for the same quarter last 
year, a decline of 36 per cent. 
The number, however, was 
equal to the number of securi- 
ties offered during the second 
quarter. The offers totaled $99.3 
million for cash sale, almost 
half the total representing hos- 
pital and other institutional debt 
issues.
